Epvrron,—We have a species of game with us, 
which | believe is peeuliar to this section of country— 
at least I see no mention made of it in your excellent | 
magazine, where | have met with descriptions of 
every other variety of hunting. And yet, the wild cat 
will afford the huntsman as much sport, and the 
hounds as much work, as any other animal that | ever 
followed. Indeed it requires a staunch and numerous 
pack to take them, for even when run to a stand still 
—noeasy work by the by—they are enabled from therr 
great strength and ferocity, to keep five or six dogs at 
bay, without difficulty

And being, in addition toa 
a terrible enemy of the farmyard, taking off pigs, poul 
try, lambs, anc even grown sheep, our 
eportsinen, who are all farmers, pursue them with in- 
veterate industry Invited by the flattering appear- 
ance of the weather last week, Mr. W. and myself, 
determined to give our dogs a trial, We, accordingly, 
rode to cover on Saturday morning, with six couple 
of as fine dogs as ever followed deer, fox, or wild cat 
At was our first turn out this season—the whole pack 
wes, consequently, full of riot, and the young dogs in 
particular, were perfectly frantic.
